REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 are pending. Reconsideration and allowance based on the comments below 
are respectfully requested. 

The Examiner rejects claims 1-4 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) in view of Takaoka (JP 2002- 
051156A) in view of Miki et al. (U.S. Patent Publication 2004/0029552). This rejection is 
respectfully traversed. 

The Examiner states that Takaoka fails to teach "that the mobile phone requests the 
monitored image or model information." The Examiner relies upon Miki to provide this teaching 
absent in Takaoka. Applicant respectfully submits that Miki fails to remedy Takaoka's 
deficiencies. 

Miki teaches a system in which images are acquired and stored by an image transmitter. 
The image transmitter, such as scanner or digital camera, is connected to the mobile phone via a 
cable or other means. The image transmitter initiates communication between the mobile phone 
and image transmitter by sending a connection start signal. See paragraph [0053]. 

The image transmitter also initiates a request for model information from the mobile 
phone for conversion purposes. See paragraph [0054]. The image transmitter also performs 
conversion and then again request transmission to the mobile phone of the converted image. See 
paragraph [0058]. 

In the system of Miki, it is the image transmitter that initiates all requests with the mobile 
phone. The mobile phone transmits data based on these requests. However, the mobile phone 
does not send any request for an image or initiates sending model information for performing 
conversion of the requested image. 
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In contrast, in Applicant's claimed invention, it is the mobile phone which initiates the 
request for the image and also initiates sending of model information. 

Thus, Miki fails to teach or suggests a receiving circuit for receiving mobile telephone 
module information and an image view request transmitted from a mobile telephone having a 
display device, as recited in claim 1; and receiving mobile telephone model information in an 
image view request transmitted from a mobile telephone having a display device, as recited in 
claims 3 and 4. (Emphasis added.) 

Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that the combination of Takaoka and Miki fall 
to teach each feature of Applicant's indepedent claims as required. Accordingly, reconsideration 
and withdrawal of the rejections are respectfully requested. 

Conclusion 

For at least the reasons above that it is respectfully submitted claims 1-4 are 
distinguishable over the cited art. Favorable consideration and prompt allowance are earnestly 
solicited.
